“Ye need your supnnort in our fieht. “e 
need you to pass down the fruits of your labor, We need you.

Please persevere in your commitment in these hard 
times. Please make it work, It is the responsibility of the sav 
community to provide for its youth. And the process of comine out 
has just berun for hundreds of youns eavs in the valley. 

Consider the youth of the valley as your children, as a new 
eeneration, And think about passine on what you have to us. Keen 
IE-HI-HO 2 visible oreanization until we can take over the reiens 
of the ray community.” 


Those were the words of Scott “olfe at our October, 1950 meetine, 
His plea and his presence sparked a revitalization of interest in TE-TTI-HO. 
Scott turned 18 years old in June, 1981 and was looking forward to 
attendine our meetines, He died this summer after a lone ficht arainst 
cancer,
